BAYONET CHARGE ON 


LAWRENCE STRIKERS. 


Riotous~ Assaults (Numerous Till 
Militia Attack and Battery 
Unlimbers Its Guns. 


30,000 OPERATIVES ARE OUT 


New York Strike Leader Makes New 
Wage Demands--Mills to Reopen To- 
day Under Guard—Many Arrests.

LAWRBENCH, Mass., Jan. 15.—Every 
mil) in, Lawrence will throw open its gates 
to-morrow morning and start the million 
of wheels whirring in defiance, of the 
15,000 strikers, who sit to-night in stuffy 
halls and crowded tenement houses, peer- 
ing out of narrow windows with angry 
eyes at the soldiers pacing the streets 
through the snow and slush guarding the 
mills. 

Half a thousand militiamen, 300 police- 
men, and @ company of artillery were 
sufficient to overawe the strikers to-day. 
One of their number ilies dying of a 
bayonet thrust, scores are’ nursing. broken 
heads from .policemen’s clubs, and the 


eight of the leaders arrested. to-day have 
been sentenced to jail, several for two 
years, the others for,one year, yet to- 
night the most enthusiastic mass meeting 
the strikers have had jammed City Hall 
full, overflowing into the square and the 
common. 


Fiery speeches that the struggle be pro- 
longed were shouted in rt languages tu 
surging throngs which had entered the 
hall py @ double line of bayonets. 

No one lieves to-night that the fight 
has yet beep won by the mili men. The 
mass Of soldiery has served to infuriate 
rather than to subdue the strikers. 

The only way that further rioting and 
bloodshed possibly can be avoided, ac- 
cording to men in a position to know, is 
by the raill owners shutting down every 
mill and leaving the strikers to starve, 
This the mill owners will not. listen to, 
They. are rushed with orders. The strike 
has come at the busiest season of the 
year, and. they @re determined not to 
concede a point to the strikers. 

Mayor Scanlon is plainly in sympathy 
with the millowners. He had a confer- 
ence with Lawrence Maroney, one. the 
strike leaders, this afternoon. 

“Why don't you go out there and tell 
those strikers to go home," said the 
Mayor to Maroney. ‘I want you to un- 
derstand that a crowd of bandits is not 

oing to run this city. I. will keep order 
ore if I have to call on the whole Fed- 
eral army, and believe me when I tell you 
that if to-day's riots are repeated to- 
morrow there will be an awful slaughter.”

LIABILITY Y BILE IS READY. 


Plan to Have State Join with Employ- 
ers. in Form of Insurance.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 15.—A measure 
providing for. State employers. lability 
insurance -has been drafted by ex-Judge 
John T. MeDotiough’.of this city at the 
Tequest of the Central. Federatjon: of 
Labor, and it is said that it will be in-. 
troduced in: the Legislature within a day 
or. two, 

Since the Court of Appeals decidéd-that 
the Compulsory Employers’ Liability. act 
was unconstitutional, civic and labor or- 
ganizations have been at work on vari- 
ous plans to insure the. workmen in dan- 
gereus trades against accidents in. con- 
nection with their tabor. It fs said that 
the bill just prepared is most generally 
favored by the societies. It ‘follows the 
lines of the\law now in force ih Ohio. 
The. bill. provides for the appointment 
of three Commissioners of Insurance, who 
are authorized to employ accountants 
and aftuaries, who will. determine ‘the 
rate of premium to be paid by employers 
and employes in various industries,’ the 
sum varying according to the hazard, 
The employer is to pay 90 per cent. of 
the premium and the employe: 10. per 
cent.

Police ‘Chief “von Jagow Tells it to 

Mind: He :>Own Business.

BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Herr von Jagow, 
Bérlin’s belligerent: Chief of Police, has 
written to the Burgcomaster and Town 
Council @ remarkable letter advising 
them to mind their own business. The 
letter is an outcome of.a recent discus- 
sion in the co¥ncil in connection with 
an order that von Jagow issued last 
Summer commanding policemen to 

shoot in- mélées with criminals. 

When von Jagow heard that the 
council had dared to criticise the or- 
der as a menace to the lives of peace- 
able citizens he addressed it in the 
most buredubratic style, reminding it 
that the police were a State, not a 
bearing institution. | “Jy. and I 
alone,” he declared, ‘*am responsible 
for the lives of the citizens as well as 
for the lives of. the policemen, and no 
interference om the part of the City of 
Berlin in the administration of the 
force can be tolerated.” 

The city fathers, in their indignation, 
have made the letter public. 

One of the comic features of the si- 
uation is that -while the municipality 
has_ no control over von Jagow’s force, 
it is responsible under the law for any

Prof. Thomas of ‘Hamilton College 
Says Pian is Ail Wrong and 50% of 
Tax Should Come Back to State. °

ALBANY, N. ‘Y.; Jan. 15.—Among lawe 
makers of both the leading parties there 
fs: much regret over the attion of the, 
Legislatire’ last year in placing this 
State on ‘record as favoring a Federal im- 
come-tax which -virtually would leave it 
at the mercy of the Federal tax collector. 
In gOme men) who aided in the indorse- 
ment of the. Congress resolution a year 
ago there is manifest, also, a spirit of 
true repentance, ,which, if this was not 
a Presidential year: might lead to an 
attempt, &t least; on ‘the part of the laws 
making body to reverse itself. 

Leaders of both parties in both houses 
of the Legislature who. were questioned 
on the subject to-night by THe New YORE 
Timms Corresponderit declared there was 
not much ‘probability of the resolution 
being rescinded, even if that could be done 
effectively, which some of the best “law- 
yers.in the Legislature doubt. Politics 
and nothing else was ne bagislat for the 
affirmative action of the islature last 
year. Political Gal conaideration® will prevent 
any action this year to repair what many 
conservative lawmakers regard a grave 
blunder. 

(‘he Democrats stand pledged, through 
tHeir State platform adopted at Rochester 
when Gov. Dix was nominated, to the 
Federal income tax. Even though it is a 
fact that the leaders of the Republican 
minority in the Senate and the Republic- 
an House majority are a unit in deplor- 
ing what some term the ill-advised action 
of the Legislature a year ago, it is well 
understood here at the capital that were 
they to act on their conviction they would 
be subjected to pressure from persons in 
leading positions'in the councils of the 
Republican Party which they scarcely 
could afford to resist. 

While the Republican platform adopted 
at Seratoge Was not outspoken on the 
subject a Federal income tax, that 
measure was first recommended by Pres- 
ident Taft, who, in all likelihood, will 
be the Republican standard bearer in the 
Nations! fight this year again. Any step 
taken by the Legisiature on.Republican 
initiative to Ree: 4 what was done a year 
ago would @ repudiation. of one of 
President Tatts pet projects and a black 
eye to Taft, 

Robert F. Wagner, President pro tem. 
of the Senate, who led the fight for the

\genator Edgar Truman Brackett of Sar- 
atoga, leader of the Republican minority 
in the upper house, said: 

“For my part, I consider our action in 
turning over the State to the Federal 
Tax Collector at a time when we are look+ 
ing about for additional sources of reve- 
nue and are about to provide for a direct 
tax larger than that of last year not only 
foolish, but vicious. Under all and any 
circumstances I would favor rescinding 
the resolution if that could be done, which 
I. question.”’ 

Prof. Ralph. Wi:Thomas of Hamilton 
College, who last’ year made a brilliant 
speech against the proposed Federal in- 
come: tax, said to-night .that as far as he 
knewsno step had been taken to rescind 
the resolution. 

“If it can be @one we oight-to do it,” 
said Prof. Thomas. ‘‘Just think of it, 
we have left oursetves without the slight- 
rotection or reserve in the hands of 
the Federal tax:eoliector. Of course the 
present plan is all wrong. WBven thé 
advocates of a Federal income tax admit 
that if the Federal Government should 
collect taxes on incomes throughout the 
States; distinct provision should be made 
for a return of 5O per cent. of “hee the 
Government collects to the spective 
States from which it has been a lected, 
If we-hadsuch.a plan there would be no 
need for this State for, years to come to 
look for new revenues.’ 

Speaker Merritt of the Assembly said he 
was against a. Federal income tax, but 
did not express any hope that last.year's 
action would be rescinded. Republican 
Floor Leader Frank L. Young of the As- 
sembly said: 

“T voted against the resolution last 
year and would be very glad if we could 
undo what was done then. But, in my 
opinion, the matter passed out of our, 
control when we took affirmative action, 
and so certified to Congress. We passed 
our vote and it is now in the hands of an 
innocent third party.” 

he Governor years ago was a strong 
advocate of the income tax resolution, 
and there is no indication of any change 
in his attitude. Gov. Hughes urged the 
Legislature not to take affirmative action 
on the Congress initiative when the mat- 
ter came up during: his second adminjstra- 
tion.

THEATRICAL REFORMERS. 

The fact that fifty citizens of Pitts- 
field, Mass., have bought the local the- 
atre, cleaned and repainted it, con- 
structed decent dressing rooms for 
actors, and now propose to establish it 
on a basis similar to that of a public 
library or.art museum is interesting, 
but not necessarily indicative of an 
early dramatic renascence in Berk- 
shire County. The modesty of these 
gentlemen, who declare that they are 
neither “theatrical experts” nor af- 
flicted with “high brow” notions, is 
highly commendable, but approval of 
the practicality of their scheme is as 
yet premature. 

Hxperience has proved that one man 
can run a theatre, if he knows how, 
and has a fund to fall back upon when 
the expenses exceed the receipts. EXx- 
perience has also shown that fifty men 
jointly can run a theatre about as 
easily as the fifty could co-operate in 
running .a motor car. If the Pitts- 
field. fifty have combined with the in- 
tention of placing the sole contro] in 
one man’s hands, and: “secing him 
through,”’ without interfering with his 
ideas of plays and actors, they may 
establish their local playhouse and con- 
stitute themselves pioneers in the- 
atrical reform. But if each of the fifty 
and his wife intend to have a say in 
the management the plan will fall/to 
pieces in a few months. 

There are very few competent the- 
atrical managers, and most of them 
geem tobe busily employed at present 
with their own schemes. We have the 
best of feeling for the Pittsfield philan- 
thropists, and hope their experiment 
will be crowned with success, but we 
must know more about their plans be- 
fore we can hail them as upbuilders 
and reconstructors of the American 
drama. Precisely what they have done 
has often been done before to no great 
purpose. 








SIMPLE SCHOOLING. 

In SuNDAY’s Timms we presented an 
extremely. interesting paper by Prof. 
Co6mMPTON, an educator of long experi- 
encé and high intelligence, whose 
views. are entitled to great respect. 
We think the most distinct impression 
the reader gains from it is that of the 
great change that has taken place, 
even in the ‘last generation, in the 
problem—in the many problems, rath- 


in| er—that general education involves. 


The first element in this change is 
the very rapid growth of population, 
with its relatively greater growth in 
the largér cities. The second is the 
tremendous advance both in extension 
and in complexity of the industries of 
the. country. It follows from these 
elements and from the combination of 
them that the old-fashioned, simple 
course of instruction in our “ common 
schools,” @ course familiarly known as 
“Three R’s,” can no longer carry 
pupils. very far along the road on 
which they are entitled to be guided. 
However furnished—and the tendency’ 
is probably irresistible in the direction 
of the city or State furnishing it—the 
schooling of the mass of pupils must 
be more advanced and waried than the 
old schools could .possibly give. But 
in the strenuous effort to conform our 
system to this obvious fact, a very 
dangerous error has crept in. -It is 
the notion that because the “Three 
R’s” are no. longer sufficient, they are 
not needful, moré needful indeed than 
ever. . 

We believe that this fallacy, to which 
teachers. will not confess in’ theory but 
which balefully affects their practice, 
is the most significant and important 
fact in.the present situation. It ought 
to be evident that no pupil. can be. said 
“promotion ” ates

It means that the pupils in 
the basic branches of instruction 
should have. the best of everything in 
the system, that their rooms should be 
ample and well fitted, that their classes 
should be‘ small enough to secure- the 
specific study of each pupil by the 
teachers; that the teachers should be,, 
in capacity, character, training, equal 
to the task of giving and getting the 
best in dealing with each pupil, and 
that these teachers should receive pay 
and consideration proportioned to the 
difficult and fruitful task they are 
called on to perform. Under these con- 
ditions we have not the slightest hesi- 
tation in saying that our schools, tak- 
ing the pupils at what is now regarded 
as kindergarten age, could enable them 
to read, write, and calculate thorough- 


8 years of age. With competent and 
well-paid teachers the schools could 
indeed do very much more than this 
for the pupils.. But if this much were 
imperatively required, the whole prob- 
lem of education would be greatly sim- 
plified. 








THE FINE ARTS COMMISSION. 

The first annual report of the Fed- 
eral Commission of Fine Arts, lately 
transmitted by President Tarr to Con- 
gress, reminds us that art is long and 
life short. This Commission, compris- 
ing seven “ well-qualified judges:of the 
fine arts,” was appointed by the Presi- 
dent, under an act of Congress, in May, 
1910, and reported a year’s progress in 
June, 1911. Its duty is to advise upon 
the location of statues, fountains, and 
monuments in the public placés of the 
District of Columbia, and upon the 
selection of models and artists for all 
work of this sort under the authority 
of the Federal'Government. It has no 
destructive powers, It cannot remove 
bad art in public places to make way 
for good. .If it had that power, its 
annual report might have been longer 
and, so to say, more meaty. » 

The membership of the Commission 
in its first year included Messrs. Dan- 
1m. H. ,BURNHAM, FREDERICK LAW

Mr. Mituzr’s new work in Rome will 
compel. the appointment. of another 
member.. The yearly expenses of the 
Commission, “including hotel bills and 
railroad fares, are limited° to $10,000, 
and the disbursements are in charge of 
Col. Spencmr Cossy, U. S. A., its Sec- 
retary. Col. Cossy is not paid for his 
services, but he is in charge of all the 
public buildings and grounds in Wash- 
ington. A permanent clerk is em- 
ployed, and the services of a draughts- 
man are sometimes needed. Offices are 
provided; rent free, by the Secretary of 
War, and the plans, drawings, and de- 
signs collected by the Commission's 
predecessor, Mr. RoosEvVSLT’s Art Com- 
mission, are stored in the cellars of the 
Congressional Library. It will be seen 
that the fine arts, so,far as they. con- 
cern the Government of this Nation, 
are kept on an economical basis. 

During the year, however, the Com- 
mission considered forty-five separate 
matters, and passed judgment upon 
forty-one of them, Involving an ex- 
penditure of $16,000,000. These includ- 
ed statues, fountains, and monuments 
in the District, designs of new public 
buildings, purchages of historical paint+ 
ings, and proposed memorials in vari- 
ous parts of the country. Doubtless 
the Commission’s work was useful, but 
its work was not of a sort to reflect 
much glory upon it. The position of a 
statue in a public park, the character 
of an inscription, the quality of a por- 
trait of Lanoonn, are really important 
matters in which it is well to have the 
judgment of competent and experienced 
architects and artists. The value of the 
Commission of Fine Arts, however, 
cannot be judged by one year’s sery- 
ices.

Facilitate Business.

The American Stogic 
Company was .one of the five accessory 
defendants, all of which, with the Amer 
jean ‘Tobacco Company, the principal de- 
fendant, were condemned by the Supreme 
Court. as constituting in and of themselves 
combinations in restraint of trade. The 
other accessories wérée the American Snuff 
Company, the American Cigar Company, 
the MacAndréws & Forbes. Company, and 
the Conley Foil Company. 

The géneral plan for the dissolution of 
the Tobacco Trust, which was approved 
by the Circuit Court, previded specifically 
-| for the Gisintegration of each of these de- 
fendants eéxcept that.of the American 
Stogie Company, which remained to: be 
worked out. The.plan and decree. simply 
provided that the Stogie Company should 
be dissolved, “with leave granted to the 
Trustees in dissolution to either. convert 
the assets into< cash gnd Gstribute them 
among thé stockholders according to their 
rights, or to effect such reorganization 
as they may be able to effect, provided 
that in elther event there shall be a sepa- 
ration into at least-two different owner- 
ships of the factories ahd businesses now 
owned and operated by the Union-Amieril- 
can Cigat Company.” 

The unwinding process is complicated by

“Under the law as it stands: the. stock 
of one telephone,corporation: can be pur- 
chased by another “without ‘application to 
or authorization by the commission, or lo- 
cal plants can be transferred in the same 
manner. Companies in thost cases can be 
consolidated or merged’ in’ precisely the 
same manner as before telephone com- 
panies were placed under the, jurisdiction 
of the commission. 
Attention fs also- called to the tehdency 
to consolidation among telephone compan- 
fes of importance, and it is clearly appar- 
ent’that the New York Teléphone Com- 
pany will sooner or later absorb all of 
the so-called Bell companies existing in 
the State; and that in the western part 
of the State the: Federal Company is as- 
suming the same policy with its sub- 
sidiary and affiliated corporations. 
Legislature is asked to note that if any 
evil is in this policy, measures to correct 
the’ same should be taken, 
Of steam railroad earnifigs, the: report 
says: 
“The total operating revenues of the 
steam railroads, both in. and out of the 
State, amounted to $463,144,606, an in- 
crease of 3.2 per cent. over the’ revenues 
of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1910, 
The operating expenses. were $310,524,808, 
or an increase of 8.

sons furnishing news of her whereabouts.”’ 

Detective Charles McGowan of the Hast 
Sixty-seventh Street Station discovered 
the missing girl yesterany, in the home of 
Mrs. Anna Britt at 340 Hast Seventieth 
Street, where she had been employed for 
several weeks as a companion nurse to 
Mrs. Britt, who is an invalid, James 
Britt, the son of the family, stated that 
he had suspected the girl's identity after 
seeing pictures of her.in the newspapers, 
but been unable to entrap her into 
making any admission as to her real 
name. She had obtained employment in 
his home, he declared, under the name of 
Bella Ross.
